SPACE DX NEWS ACTIVITY................ 


e Look for GB1WIS (first Woman In Space) to be active on the LEO (Low Earth Orbiting) 
satellitess UO14, FO29, AO7 and possibly AO40 up to June 30th. Activity periods will 
be posted on the AMSAT NA BB at regular intervals. 

e Next weekend is the ARRL's Field Day and participants may have a real treat to work the 
Space Station during the weekend event. The "ARRL Letter" states: "The Expedition 7 
crew may be on the air from NAISS during ARRL Field Day the weekend of June 28- 
29th. 'We don't know if the crew will be active or not, but give it a try,’ said ARISS 
Mentor Charlie Sufana, AJON. Sufana advises 'good operating sense' and recommends 
that FD operators wait for the crew to finish a previous contact before calling. 'You may 
be only hearing a station or two, he pointed out, 'but they are hearing hundreds.' Look for 
the ISS during Field Day during these time slots: Northern and Southeastern U.S., June 
28th, 1821-1842 UTC; Southern and Northeastern U.S., June 29th, 1059-1117 UTC; 
Western U.S., June 29th, 1233-1253 UTC; Northeastern U.S., June 29th, 1723-1744 
UTC; and Northwestern and Southern U.S., June 29th, 1859-1920 UTC. ARRL Contest 
Branch Manager Dan Henderson, NIND, notes that Field Day contacts with the ISS crew 
do not count for satellite QSO bonus points, just contact credit. 'Valid satellite contacts 
must be Earth-satellite-Earth contacts through a satellite transponder or repeater,’ he 
explained. (See Field Day rule 7.3.7.)" 


SPECIAL EVENT. French operators will activate the special callsign TM5AR to participate 
in the celebration of the "'L' Armada Rouen 2003". Activity will be on 80-2 meters. For the 
Ath time since 1989, a large group of sail boats (fleet) will gather/head to Rouen, Normandy, 
France. More than 30 great barques, two/three/or four masted schooners, bricks, ketches and 
other sea clippers from all over the whole world will stay and parade on the River Seine from 
June 28th to July 6th. The last Armada was in 1999, where more than 10 millions people 
enjoyed the visit from the ships.
